ARE IN DEMAND. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT PREFERRED 
TO THAT OF JAMAICA. 


Easterners Yearning for the Tooth- 
some and Juicy California Navel. 
The Demand This Year fer Our 
Fruit Promises to be Greater than 
Bver Before—Superierity the ~ suse. 


(SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF 
NEW YORK, Oct. %@.—There is a 
good market for desirable qualities of 
Valencia Lates, even though there are 
plenty of Jamaicas coming. The Ja- 
maica and the Porto Rico oranges can- 
not compete with the Californias be- 
cause they have not the color, All the 
season there has been a good demand 
for Valencia Lates, more for decorative 
purposes, perhaps, than anything else, 
but sufficient to hold prices up and to 
give dealers a fair percentage of profit. 
The market has been moderately ac- 
tive. 

The figures showing the receipts of 
Jamaica oranges for the pest two 
months are sufficient evidence that the 
assertiong made early in the season to 
the effect that the crop of Jamaicas 
would be larger this year than ever 
before and that they would seriously 
menace the profits on carly California 
shipmenta were practically without 
foundation. Here is a compilation from 
the records of the New York Fruit 


Boxee. 


These Ggures indicate that the im- 
portation of Jamaica oranges is de- 
creasing. for while total receipts of 
boxes have been larger this year, re- 
ceiptse of barrels were more than twice 
as much last year, hence the total! has 
been a reduction instead of an increase 
which was promised. 

Prices are not very satisfactory. 
They give buyers but little profit, 
when repacking and handling expenses 
are included. Already buyers.are say- 
ing that they would like a supply of 
Californias that do not require re-
